Two men were injured and nearly 100 
persons shaken up in a street car wreck 
at Park avenue and Grattan street at 7:45 
o'clock Monday morning. 

Wile running at a high rate of speed, 
in order to make the schedule of 29 minutes 
from Tower Grove Park to North Fourth 
street, car No. 182. of the Fourth street 
line, going east, collided with southbound 
car No. 1312 of the Bellefontaine-California 
division. 

There were between 60 and 70 passengers 
on the Fourth street car, including many 
women. 

The southbound car carried a dozen or 
more passengers, mostly men. : 

Charles Rinker, 28 years of age, the mo- 


torman on the Fourth street car, was 
caught in the wreckage of the front plat- 
form and his leg was painfully bruised. 
William Reynolds, me 44 years, a pack- 
er for the Rice-Stix Dry Goods Co., who 
been at work all night and was on 
his way home on the Bellefontaine car, 
was bruised and stunned. 
Both he and Rinker were taken to the

City Hospital, where their injuries were 
pronounced not serious. 

Several other passengers, who received 
slight bruises or collapsed on account of 
the shock, were cared for tn the neighbor- 
ing drug stores and were soon able'to go 
to their homes 

The Fourth street car has the right of 
way at this crossing, on account of the 
down-grade, and the motorman usually 
slows up without stopping. 

Rinker and his conductor, E. D. Morris 


of 3902 Park avenue, admit they did not 
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stop at the.crossing, although the former 
says he rang his gong for half a block 
before reaching it. 

The motorman on the Bellefontaine car, 
O. T. Sears of 1026 Newstead avenue, and 
the conductor, W. Gillings of 4826 Fairfax 
avenue, say they reached the crossing, 
slowed up and had almost cleared it, when 
the Fourth street car struck their car in 
the rear. 

Mr. Reynolds, the only passenger severe- 
ly injured, was sitting on next to the last 
seat in the car.

AGAINST STREET LITTERING 


Mayor and Other City Officials Will 
Request the Public to Refrain 
From It. 


An appeal to the public to refrain from 
throwing waste paper and other refuse on 
the streets and sidewalks will be issued 
in a few days over the signatgre of sev- 
eral city officials. i : 

While the police, at Mayor Wells’ order, 
have recently prevented the piling of dirt 
from excavations in such a way as to ob- 
struct the streets, it has been found impos- 
sible for the police to stop the littering of 
the street with small articl@s of refuse.

IT HAS NO JURISDICTION 


BUT ORDER IS DECLARED TO BE 
UNREASONABLE. 


Court Says Commissioner Seibert Has 
Acted Beyond Sound Discretion 
in Making It, but Is His 
Own Judge. 


Judge Zachritz handed down an opinion 
Monday in which he refused to issue a 
writ of certiorari in the case of August 
Delabar, saloon keeper at 200 South Broad- 
way, against Excise Commissioner J. M. 
Seibert. 

The case was insituted to test 
o'clock closing order. 

At the same time, the opinion says: 

“From the facts alleged in the petition, 
it clearly appears that the ‘excise commis- 
sioner not only has not fairly exercised the 
discretion vested in him, but has arbitrarily 
decreed that, because a dramshop, however 
properly conducted it may be, a family re- 
sort if you will, a restaurant with a dram- 
shop annex, patronized by law abiding citi- 
zens, ipso facto, becomes a disorderly place 
upon determination by the commissioner 
that, in his opinion, all places wherein in- 
toxicating liquors are sold from 1 o'clock 
to 56 o’clock are disorderly.”’ 

The writ of certiorari is denied on the 
ground that the court has no authority 
to grant it. 

The opinion states that certiorari can be 
brougit into use only to lay before the 
court the proceedings of judicial or quasi- 
judicial bodies. 

It’ then refers to the case of Higgins 
against Judge Talty, in which the Supreme

Only the first two allegations in the de- 
mufrrer are taken up by the court. The sec- 
ond one is supported and on this ground the 
proceedings were dismissed. 

In regard to the first the opinion holds 
that the excise commissioner is an agent 
of the state appointed to deterimine ques-

MRS. M’KINLEY’S CONDITION 
SHOWS MORE IMPROVEMENT. 


THE. PROGRESS IS GRADUAL 


Attending Physicians Say That She 
Rested Fairly Well Last ° 
Night. 


WASHINGTON, June 10.—After the usual 
consultation of Mrs. McKinley’s physicians 
this morning the following statement was 
issued: 

“Mrs. McKinley’s physicians report that 
her condition is favorable, and that she 
continues to show a gradual improvement.” 

Dr. Rixey came to the White House 
shortly after 8 o'clock this morning. When 
leaving after a short stay of ten minutes, 
he said that Mrs. McKinley had passed a 


good night, resting fairly well. 

The continued improvement in Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley’s condition, reported by her physi- 
clans, is noticeable at the White House ii 
a perceptible relief from the intense anx- 
lety that has existed there for the last iW 
days.

SMOKE OFFENDS ITS TENANTS. 


IT ASKS AN ORDER FOR USE OF 
CONSUMERS. 


Plaintiff Also Alleges That Defend- 
ant’s Steam Pipes and Its Vibrat- 
ing Machinery Are Sources 
of Injury to It. 


The Board of Education brought suit 
Monday against the Imperial Electric 
Lighting and Power Co., asking an injunc- 
tion to compel it to place smoke copsum- 
ers on its furnaces, extend its steam ex- 
haust pipes above the Board of Education 
building and operate its machinery in such 
a way as to prevent the vibration now al- 
leged to be caused by it in the Board of 
Education building. 

The plant of the Imperial Electric Light 
and Power Co. is just north of the Board 
of Education building on Tenth street, sep- 
arated from it by a 15-foot alley. 

The petitiion alleges that at present the 
exhaust pipes from the engines of the de- 
fendant’s plant are in such a pisition in 
the alley that the steam is thrown against 
the north windows of the opposite building. 

It is asked that they be extended to réach 
above the roofs, thus releasing the steam 
where it will not cause the windows of 
the Board of Education building to be cov- 
ered with vapor. 

The smoke, it is alleged, from the defend- 
ant’s plant causes the occupants of the 
plaintiff's building great annoyance and the 
defendant is charged with having negiected 
a request to use smoke consumers. 

The defendant’s machinery, it is further 
alleged, is run in a careless manner, caus- 
ing the Board of Education building to vi- 
brate dangerously. The court is asked to 
compel the defendant to run the machinery 
with care, avoiding this vibration.

NEW TRANSIT COMPANY PRESI- 
DENT GOES ON RECORD. 


HE WOULD STOP ACCIDENTS 


He Says His Aim Is to Popularize the 
Lines and Make Street Car Patrons 
Feel Absolutely Safe. 


Replying to a question concerning his 
policy as the official head of the Transit 
company, in view of the recorded increase 
of street car accidents in which St. Louis- 
ans have lost life and limb during the peri- 
od of the last twelve months, President 
Murray Carleton said Monday to the Post- 
Dispatch: 

“lt will become my aim, with the assist- 
ance of General Superintendent Grant, to 
analyge the situation as it exists today on 
the Transit company's system with the 
purpose of ascertaining where the blame 
for these casualties ought to be piaceu, + 

“if we find that the fault is with the 
company, either through the operation of 
the lines as a generai proposition or by 
reason of carelessness on the part of em- 
ployes, the orrors will be corrected. 

“This investigation on the part of Mr. 
Grant and myself will be conducted at once, 
which means that no time is to be lost to 
make the Transit system the most pop 
in the city. It is to our business interest to 
see that the lines are popularized. 

‘We intend to do me minimizing the 
number of *accidents. e are determined 
that the citizens of St. Louis shall feel as 
safe on the.cars of the Transit company 
as they do in their own private vehicles 
driven by their trusted coachman. 

“The approach of the World's Fair with 
its ——— traffic makes it imperative 
that the Transit company insure its own 
safety as well as that of its patrons by 
eliminating the accident as a possibility. 

“Just how we will go to work to perfect 
this much desired end I can not detail at 
present because I am rot familiar with the 
practical part of the operation. & 
dent Grant is in hearty accor¢ 
abstract ideas, and with his wide ex 
ence as a practical railway man I expect to 
see our wish to improve the system carried 
out to the letter.”’

THE BOER WAR 


Wilhelmina’s Mission to the 
Kaiser's Capital. 


INVOKING HIS ASSISTANCE 


REPORT THAT HAGUE ARBITRA- 
TORS WILL TAKE ACTION. 


Von Buelow Explains Why Germany 
Cannot Interfere, and Points Out 
the Futility of Kruger’s 
Importunities. 


BHPRLIN, June 10.—The Kleines Journal 
today prints a digpatch from The Hague 
saying that Queen Wilhelmina’s recent visit 
here was meant to obtain Emperor Wil- 
liam’s consent to end the South African 
war, both the Zweibund and the Dreibund 
being willing to do so, through The Hague 
arbitration court, and that the emperor 
consented and the court began work there- 
on. The dispatch has created a sensation 
here. 

The Associated Pross has just obtained 
the following foreign office statement, 
which is authorized by Count von Buelow, 
the imperial chancellor: . 

‘Neither Great Britain, France nor Rus- 
#ia ever approached Germany to partici- 
pate in any action aiming at ending the 
South African war. Germany had ll along 
distinguished between offering her good of- 
fices and intervention. To render her good 
offices would be possible if both parties to 


the war requested it; but it will be remem- 
Sored that Great Britain only joined The 
Hague conference on condition that the 
r states were excluded. There is no 
ubt that Mr. Kruger, who is a serious 
statesman, came to Europe to obtain the 
offices of several of the powers to 

end the war; but there is also no doubt 
that Great Britain does not want their 
ag offices. At least, it is true that since 
e South African war began, Great 
Britain has never, either verbally or in 
writing, confidentially or migrsaen sb 
such an idea. It is quite possible 

that the Boer side has now formally asked 
Hague arbitration court to lend its 

ald to end the war somehow and that the 
court ld a session regarding the 
matter; but that, of course, is entirely dif- 
ferent from any ssrious._steps to end the
